Capt, McDonald, one 
of the Northwestern mounted police, says 
I hat Sitting Bull has acted in bad faith 
and does not intend to surrender to Amer 
ican authorities. The Crces and Upper 
Absinaboines are at war with the Sioux, 
aud last week took the war path against 
Sitting Bull. On the 30th a war party of 
Crces undertook, to steal some ponies ot 
bitting Bull'H people, whereupon Bull 
turned loose and hustled them out of the 
vicinity, The Sioux followed them for 
.»oiue distance, but finally came to a large 
body of water which, tuc Crees hail swam, 
leaving no evidence of a trail.

In June the an- 
nual suu dance occurs, when the hunting 
parlies wijl all be in to participate. At. 
this time it is believed to be the intention 
to ([Uietly surrunuU the Agency with a 
large force of soldiers and disarm them.

at Louis Floods. 


ST. Louis, May 5.—The repo rtcirculatet 


yesterday morning that the Ohio anc 
Mississippi railroad embankment hac 
broken about a mile northeast of Clay de- 
pot wes greatly exaggerated, j There was 
really no break at all but a leak at an old 
culvert which might have beqome serious 
had it not been promptly attended to. A 
number of men were immediately put to 
work and in a short time the leak was 
stopped. This embankment |s the high- 
est that crosses the bottom—higher than 
the flcod mark of 1874. It is, relied upon 
to save the town of east St. Louis from in- 
undation. It can stand an additional rise 
of four or six feet. The water is still 
rushing through the break of yesterday 
and the Chicago, Baltimore) & Quincy 
dyke into Cahakis creek and spreading 
out over the bottom. The cufrentcaused 
by this break has swept away a large 
part of the embankment around the city, 
and Gasometer^ which is a few yards be- 
lotv the Chicago, Baltimore and Quincy 
round house and exposed the^ foundation 
to view. It also washed out some fifty or 
sixty feet on one side of the embankment 
running north from Clay deppt on which 
are several of the bridge company's tracks 
and the track of the Indiana and St. Louis 
railroad, undermining one of, the tracks 
and letting it into the water. A large 
force of men were put to work at, once 
throwing rock and sinking timbers and by 
6 o'clock last evening the embankment 
was considered perfectly safe. All the 
levees are being patrolled, by careful 
watchers. Tho trains of the Chicago and 
Ohio railroad and of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi" and 3Vabash across, the Slough 
east of the island are partially submerged 
but they uie still being used ito some ex- 
tent and these roade will not, attempt to 
do a full freight business justj at present. 
The main tracks of the roadp from the 
bridge in every airection are still in- 
tact and in good order. The Cairo nar- 
row guage which was broken below east 
St. Louis has been repaired and trains 
are running again. The Cairo short lino 
is also again raising its trestle leading to 
its yards on the Island. The situation 
on tiiis side of the river is not materially 
changed since Saturday. The principal 
interest centers in eastSt.

MB. BBITTON A. HDUL, a prominent citi-

HOME OF THE ANtfELS. 


The Glories of Climate and Country at to» 


Angels, California. 


Correspondence of the Washington Republican. 


After the middle of October, rainy days 


are looked for. such as are common in 
Pennsylvania in April and May, without 
thunder and lightning, 
which are nevei 


known here. The cold ia never sufficient 
to toll the orange trees or the other semi- 
tropical productions, though occasionally 
severe,froste injure here and there a hedge 
or orchard. Winter is considered the best 
season of the year, because nature robjes 
heteelf in garments of green, beautifully 
ornamented with brilliant wild flowers in 
great variety, seeming to rejoice ^that the 
long drought has ended. This 'drought, 
however, is a very different thing from what 
one would suppose. While the grass dis- 
appears and the surface of the ground is 
parched, the foliage of shrub and tree is a& 
bright and fresh as thougk washed by fre- 
quent rains, and varieties of <nld flowers, 
peculiar to the dry season abound. In win- 
ter the oranges ripen and are harvested 
Strawberries 
came 
naturally 
abont 


Christmas, and other berries are in their 
prime. Then strangers come in large num- 
bers to enjoy the soft air and balmy weather 
of the fruits. I can best give you an idea 
of the capabilities of the soil and climate 
by describing Colonel Holli&ter's ranch, 
cear Santa Barbara, where it was my pnvi 
lege to spend a few days recently. Colo- 
nel Hollister has about four thousand five 
hundred acres in this tract, most of it used 
for sheep and cattle grazing. His residence 
is large, elegantly furnished, supplied with 
every modern convenience, with billiard 
room, library etc., situated in a glen at the 
bast of the coast range, facing the sea 
The Colonel settled here about ten yearw 
ago,and he has an earthly paradise, sure 
enough. Fifteen thousand almond trees 
will this year yield about fifty tons of fruit, 
twelve acres of orang« trees will produce 
about two thousand boxes of fruit ready foi 
the market, although but eight years of age 
You would enjoy the privilege of a walk 
through his well-tilled orange grove, with 
its rich dark green foliage and great clus- 
ter .of green fruit, surrounded by a great 
hedge of eucalyptus and evergreen trees 
like a wall seventy feet high. lie has also 
large 
walnut 
and 
persimmon 
and • 


olive orchards, the yield of which I did 
learn. About thirty men are employed on 
the ranch and they carry on wagon-making, 
brick-making, 
blacksmithing, 
fanning, 


bearding, butter-making, etc. 
About his 


residence is an exquisite flower garden filled 
with rare plants, and over the verandas 
twine jassamines, roses a-ad other vines in 
everjblooming fragrance, the whole like a 
gem in setting of date palms of large size, 
while in front is an open vista down the 
long carriage drive to the ocean. The house 
is charmingly located in the mouth of a 
canyon sheltered from winds and fogs, at 
the base of mountains nearly four thousand 
feet high. Almost every variety of fruits 
and vegetables are grown tapon the ranch, 
and game, large and small, abounds. Deer, 
wild hogs, wild oats, coyotes, quail, rabbits, 
squirrels, eW., are found without difficulty 
on parts of the plantation, and at nearly 
every meal some of these are served upon 
the table, the Colonel's sons, with their 
tutor, being early risers and spending an 
hour' or two in the hunt nearly every morii- 
ing.

cess. There is no better farming legion 
nn.: where than the larger part of Wabasha

THE PORK QUESTION. 


Uncooked Pork 
Dangei-on> — How Ti-iciinse 


Slay be Destroyed. 


Raw salt pork with a little vinegar and 


pepper has long been a favorite dish in 
many a farmer's family in the Northern 
States during the cold winter months. 
Hunters, trappers, lumbermen, and wood- 
choppers also make use of slices of raw 
pork to make a sandwich for luncheon, and 
not a few persons who read this will re- 
member the time when slices of cold raw 
pork and a piece of bread helped to fill an 
empty stomach on a winter day in the back- 
woods. Whether any of the thousands of 
persons who have partaken of such food in 
times past were injured by it will never be 
known, but we know that there are num- 
bers of them still living, in the eajoyment 
of good health and a green old age. But of 
late it appears that the minute parasite 
known as trichina is found more frequently 
in pork than formerly; though whether this 
is due to the increase in number of investi- 
gators, and their vigilenoe in searching for 
•inch objects of natural history, or because 
the parasite has really become more com- 
mon, it would be difficult to determine. 
The fact, however, that it i$ occasionally 
found in pork is sufficient ground for warn- 
ing consumers of this kind of meat of their 
danger. 


Trichinae ore very minute, varying from 


one-eighteenth to> one-sixth of an inch in 
length, and yet they are the most danger- 
ous of all the internal parasites known to 
infest the human race. The mature worms 
live in the intestines of the animals, butj 
the immature, or whit are called cysts, live 
in the muscles. They are found in the en- 
cysted form in the flesh of hogs and various 
other animals, but they can only reach ma- 
turity, or become fully developed and re- 
produce their kind, when the meat of ani 
mals whic.h they infest is eaten by another, 
thereby being t%t free by digestion, or 'dis- 
solving of the cysts. From the stomacl 
'hey pass into the bowels, where they pro- 
pagate very rapidly, and millions of the 
young bore outward, and into the flesh and 
muscles of their victims. The symptoms art i 
at first diarrhoea, then violent muscula • 
pains like rheumatism, while the worms arc i 
boring through the walls of the intestines 
and later fever sets in. After the worm i 
reach the muscles and become encysted 
;hey cease to irritate, which occurs in si:; 
or eight weeks, provided the person affect- 
ed lives that time. 


To speak of treatment is not our province, 


jut prevention is a legitimate subject for 
discussion, and cannot be too strongly 
urged upon every farmer who raises hog s 
or person who eats pork. 
Cleanliness m 


;he hog pen and yard is the first step, ami 
the second is to avoid allowing hogs am I 
)igs to catch oiveat rats or mice, which are 
really the most prolific disseminators of 
hese dangerous parasites. Slaughter house 
sork is the most dangerous of all, and i|t 
should never be used until subjected to 
thorough microscopic examination, 


Raw or half cooked pork should be ta- 


booed under all circumstances aa danger • 
ous, and the cooking must be very thor- 
ough and complete or some of the para- 
sites may escape destruction. Some re- 
cent experiments of M. Vaoher of Paris, 
reported in the LanCet, shows that far 
more heat is required to kill trichinae tha i 
has 
heretofore been 
supposed. 
He 


affirms that protection given by cooking j s 
quite illusory, and that in the thorough 
cooking in an ordinary joint of meat tht 
temperature in the center is not snfficiei t 
to insure the destruction of the paraeit^. 


In preparing smoked bacon, hams, and 


shoulders the trichime are in a great part 
destroyed, and all may be if the smoking is 
thorough and continued Idng enough to en- 
able the creosote or oil of smoke to reacjh 
the very center of the pieces; and we mty 
say th^t thorough smoking and thorough 
cooking are among the best and most ce •- 
tain preventives of trichinosis. While v e 
do not'think there isany cause for alar n 
OB account of the few cases of this diseai ie 
repontlj^ reported in this country, or for 
eschewisg the-use of pork on oa that ac- 
count, it is just as well to be on Uie safe side 
by adopting well-known preventive mea i- 
ures, both in the case of swine and in-tljie 
use of theii meat.

THE STARVING SIOUX. 


Silting Bolt Has to Surrender Because He is 


Out of Heat—The Canadian Policy. 


A Wolf Point correspondent of the Bismarck 


Tribune interviewed Cspt McDonald, of the 
N. W. M. P., Wood Mountain, and learned from 
laid gentleman that Sitting Bull had concluded 
to surrender. The circumstances leading to 
such a resolve on the part of Sitting Bull are 
aa follows- First, be is starring; second, the 
continual desertion of the, several surren- 
dered ban^s from nia c&tap have left him so 
weak that he is afraid to leave Wool Mountain 
to hunt, there being so many of his enemies on 
the watch for hup. Third, "Low Dog," one of 
hia chiefs, left Wood Mountain a snort time 
asro with about twenty lodges, or thirty fami- 
lies, and came oyer to Poplar river to surren- 
der. Thia lost desertion was the straw thai 
broke the camel's back. Capt. McDonald haa 
Kyo Morra, interpreter, and three of the hos- 
lilea with him, they having been sent over to 
Buford with a letter from Sitting Bull to the 
soldier chief. In this letter to Maj. Brotherton, 
Sitting Ball says,, "I am ready to surrender un- 
conditionally." He asked that provisions be 
aent oat to meet him, and that the Indians who 
are already at Fort Bnford be held there until 
hia arrival. 
In council at Wood Mountain Sit- 


ting Bull said that he would have sent his son 
with Capt. McBonald 
as an evidence of 


bia good faith if tho boy had been old enough 
to ride a horse. 
He told Capt. Crozier that he 


was going to take his advice and go over and 
peacefully surrender to the American authori- 
ties. He will mdve this way as soon as the 
snow geta off and travel is practicable. Capt. 
McDonald thinks, that the surrender will take 
place some time in May. Sitting Bull wants to 
be assured that no harm will.be done him after 
he baa surrendered. His nephew is with Capt. 
McDonald. 


Capt. McDonald aays that the reports of 


Canadian police interference with negotiations 
for Sitting BuU'a surrender are untrue; that 
the policy of the police haa been in favor of 
surrender. 
Capt Crozier haa done all he 


could to break Sitting Ball's influence in the 
camp, and he has continually advised the other 
chiefs to leave Sitting Bull and go over and 
surrender. 
The renegade Thompson is in 


iron»in the guard house at Wood Mountain for 
forging the name of one of the police to an or 
deron the trader for $22. 
Sitting Bull has 


about sixty-five lodges at Wood Mountain, or 
about 125 families.

Quick Passage by Sail and Steam.

The steam-ship Arizona, which sails in 


the Gnion line from New York to Liver- 
pool, haa made the passage between the 
two ports named in 7 days 23 hours and 46 
minutes.
